This action bad its counterpart, it is 
said, in Roosevelt’s posiuon in the convenuon. 
The story is told that it was never expected he 
would go to Saratoga. When it was decided to 
put him on the delegation be was far away in 
Dakota, on bis caitle ranch, which he left in 
time to get here Monday, stopping on his way 
to give Foraker a campaign speech in Cieve- 
land. Roosevelt had a full-fledged civil-service 
reform piank in his pocket, and it would be 
bardly possible to constitute a Committee on 
Resolutions that would not contain positive 
civil-service reformers upon it. The commit- 
tee was not ready to report at 4:30 and the 
wembers of it did not come in till 6:30. 

Meantime the other committees reported.

THE NOMINATING SPEECHES. 

The speeches nominating candidates began 
about the time the gas was lighted.

Mr. Miller, in addressing e convention, 
cailed attention to the fact that e Rupubiic- 
an party of New York, for the rst time in 
twenty-five years, was confronted By both the 
Federal and State Government n the bands 
of the. Democracy. In Tut re@wenerations 
the heroes of the late War, he said; would 
be placed alongside of the . Revolution- 
ary heroes of our first period. He ad- 
vocated rigid adherence to the protection 
of American industries and the American 
laborer. [Loud cheers.] When we turned 
over to the opposition the civil service of the 
Government,“ he said, no better civil service 
existed under the sun.“ Referring to the 
political complexion of the Southern States 
Mr. Miller maintained that throughout the 
length and breadth of that land there was not 
to be found a single Government whieb holds 
the reins of Government by the will of the 
people. The Republicans, he said, to prove 
this statement only asked for a fair field and 
a fair fight. Continuing, in reference to 
alleged illegal balloting in the South, he 
said the men who have managed the 
polis in that section would not continue to do 
the work without pay. The silver and tariff 
laws were briefly alluded to, and the speaker 
maintained that they were raised principally 
for political purposes.

DRUGGISTS IN COUNCIL, 


COMMENCEMENT OF THE SIXTH ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE ILLINOIS PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION, 

The main hall of Battery D Building began 
to assume quite a cheerful and bazaar-like ap- 
pearance yesterday, owing to tne efforts of the 
exhibiters who are preparing the usual indus- 
trial display in connection with the annual 
meeting of the Iunois Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. The exhibits include the wares usual 
ly found in drug-stores. The exbibits are not 
entirely local, but a large number of distant 
sections of the country are represented.

The Secretary stated that the “Chicago College 
of Pharmacy bad tendered the members the 
use Of their rooms and iibrary; and invited | 
them to examine their pharmaceutical and 
chemical laboratories. 

Secretary T. H. Patterson of Chicago pre- | 
sented his report, which sbowed a total mem- | 
bership of 619, and fifty associate members. 
His accounts showed a balance on hand last 
year of $105; receipts from various sources 
during the year of 581; orders drawn on the 
Treasurer, $577; balance on hand, $59. This 
did not include the prize fund of over $300. | 
The report was referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee. Treasurer J. J. Schubert of Kankakee, | 
being ill and unable to attend, his report bad 
been sent for. The Executive Committee was 
instructed to investigate it and include it in 
the official publication of the proceedings.

The unveiling of the statue of the lute James

Ridgely was at the time of his death Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge I. O. O. F. of the 
United States, and had served in that capacity 
since 1840. The ceremonies were conducted 
under the direction of Messrs. W. W. Morris of 
Kentucky, George W. Diikes of New York, T.

On motion of Gen. Drake, the Hon. Samuei 
Merrill, R. R. Graves, and Justus Clark were 
appointed the committee for the purpose indi- 
cated. 

The conference then adjourned, 

„The Executive Council of the association 
met at the Grand Pacific last evening and ap- 
proved of the program, heretofore published, 


for the con vention to be held today and tomor- 
row. They also went over the statistical in- 
formation gathered during the year by Secre- 
tary Marsiand, which will be submitted at one 
of the sessions.

CINCINNATI STANDING ON A $1.03 BASIS— 
“BUFFALO” MILLER AT PEORIA TRYING 
TO PATCH UP A PEACE. 

PEORIA, III., Sept. 22.—|Special.]—* Buffalo” 
Miller spent the day here among the distillers 
endeavoring to patch up differences. He con- 
siders the outlook very gioomy, and says he 
does not believe a pool will be formed here this 
year. Believing this, he intended returning to 
Chicago tonight, but some of the more hopefu! 
dist illers induced him to remain over to tomor- 
row. Should tomorrow's negotiations prove 
successful he will go to St. Louis. If they fail 
be will return home. He considers the pres- 
ent course of the distillers a suicidal one, and 
predicts utter p-ostration in the whisky busi- 
ness after the large dealers are supplied and 
the warehouses filled up, as they soon will be 
at the present ratio of production. He believes 
there is one house in this city that is making a 
rate of $1.01, and insists there is no money in 
whisky at $1.05. Distillers bere are now run- 
ning at 80 per vent of capacity, with orders 
nowhere near exhausted. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 22.—[Special.|—The 
whisky-men had another meeting today and 
agreed to maintain the $1.03 basis. ‘The mar- 
ket is reported by a leading distiller to be firm- 
er today, but bow long it will remain so is 
questionavie. There were rumors that another 
large lot of whisky was on its way to the city 
from Peoria, being sent here for no other pur- 
pose than to break the market. Whisky-men 
are leading very unhappy lives at the present 
time, end there is no telling what a day may 
bring forth. Caleb Dodsworth has gone into 
the combination, which is therefore to be again 
known as the big twelve.“ 


HOG-CHOLERA RAVAGES. 


THE DISEASE HAS MADE ITS APPEARANCE 
IN MANY LOCALITIBS, CAUSING MUCH LOSS 


TO FARMERS. 

Brot, Wis., Sept. 22.—|Speciai.}—Able au- 
thority pronounces the disease which is de- 
stroying bogs so rapidly in this locality nog 
cholera,’’ the same which has prevailed else- 
where in the county, but it is thought never 
before bere. It is claimed that there is no 
remedy known but separating the diseased 
hogs trom the weli ones and changing pastures 
or quarters. Most of the farmers are unwili- 
ing to believe it is cholera with which the hogs 
are affected, yet there is little or no doubt 
about it. The losses continue to be reported, 
and several localities will be heavy losers be- 
fore the plague ceases. 

Mount Vervon, O., Sept. 22.—[Special.}— 
Hog-coolera bas broken out in the berds ‘of 
farmers in Clinton Township, this (Kaox) 
county, and between 100 and 200 head have al- 
ready been lost. The three State Commission- 
ers of Live Stock appointed in accordance with 
an act passed in April last by the Legislature 
have been notified of the ap nee of the 
disease here. and will estabiisb a quarantine. 
There is considerable alarm among furmers at 
the presence of the epidemic.

A BIG SENSATION IN DETROIT. . 

Derroit, Mich., Sept. 22.—[Speolal. J There 
is the biggest kind of a rumpus in this ty 
over the Egan Reyistration law passed by the 
last Legisiature. The law takes the machinery 
of elections in Detroit out of the hands of the 
Common Council, and giyes the appointment 
of inspectors and registrars, the selection of 
polling places and judges, t6 a non-partisan 
commission nominated by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Upper House of the Council. 
The law calls for an entire new registration 
this fall. In accordaneg with the law the May- 
or nominated two Democrats ana two Repub- 
licans, which nominations are as yet 
unconfirmed by the Council, which is Demo- 


cratic. Although the law is solely intended to 


provide against fraud and insure an honest 
election and is strictly non-partisan, the Demo- 
crats denounce it as a Republican scheme and 
refuse to comply with its provisions. Under 
the old law the notoriously-corrupt Lower 
House of the Council had the apvointing of ail 
inspectors, clerks, judges, and others, and 
with such men as they appointed guarding the 
baliot-boxes the last election was little 
less than a farce in many of the 
wards. The Democrats in the Council 
claim that the run law is 
unconstitutional, and at their meeting this 
evening the Aldermen ‘proceeded to act under 
the old law and appoint inspectors, etc. The 
City Clerk will now refuse to issue the usual 
notice of election, without which no elecuon 
will be valid, and the Democrats will mandamus 
him.

Tur announcement of the death. of John 


| Forsythe, one of our oldest and 
citizens, will be received with sorrow by the 


large circle of his friends and acquaintances. 
Mr. Forsythe had been identified with the city | 
for over thirty years, and during that time 
had occupied a prominent position in its 
affairs, both commercial and political, though 


he was not an officeboider at any time, nor 


did his connection with the material growth 
of the city go beyond the scrupulously faith- 
ful performance of his business duties. He 
held many important fiduciary trusts during 
his life, and always administered them in a 
mannen which secured for him respect 
and of all who knew him. He 
had all the strong qualities of the Scotch- 
Irish temperament—honesty, tenacity, un- 
flagging industry, and enthusiasm. He was 
an indefatigable worker, and he threw him- 
self into whatever he had to do with so 
much enthusiasm and vigor that many 
deemed him erratic, though few men had 
sounder, clearer heads, were more in- 
telligent in comprehension of everyday 


of literary and historieat research. In re- 
ligious belief he was a stanch Presbyterian 
and one of the leaders of that denomination 
in the Northwest. During the Wer he was a 
strong Union man, and, though profession- 
ally a Democrat, in principle and belief he 
was a Republican. Though always an active 
political worker, he was not, as we have said, 


an officeholder, probably because his sense of 


dignity and fitness, as well as his moral 
traits, forbade him to do the dirty work nec- 
essary in the procurement of petty offices. 
Had it not been for his poor health it is prob- 
able he would have been appointed Collector 
by the present Administration, and it goes 
without saying that he would have made an 
excellent one. In his death the city has lost 
a good eltizen, but he will be most keenly 
missed among those who shared his remark- 
ably strong and faithful friendship. 


Tue TRIBUNE prints this morning a series 
of interviews on the silver question with 
merchants, bankers, and farmers in various 
parts of the country, Every shade of opin- 
ion is represented, but it would be difficult 
to prove from this showing that silver has 
lost its popularity with the people: Many 
who.were earnest advocates ot the remoneti- 
zation of silver now think it would be pru- 
dent to suspend the coinage; but it is clear 
that anything like the demonetization of sil- 
ver or its permanent withdrawal from circu- 
lation .would excite widespread opposition. 
In the South and West, at least, the people 
are well satisfied with the silver dollars, and 
while there is a growing disposition among 
prudent men to favor a suspension of the 
coinage for a time, it is plain that no such re- 
sult can be brought about by arbitrary meas- 
ures enforced without regard to public opin- 
ion. The public mind is apparently in that 
state where the people may be persuaded as 


a measure of prudence to consent to a sus- 


pension of the coinage, or by means of a 
** war on silver” they may be aroused to re- 


sist every change. 


The popular sentiment in regard to the 
silver dollar results Jargely from the fact 
that it is the only form of money beyond the 
control of the banks. The greenback issue 
is limited by law to 8346, 000, 000. Bullion- 
holders (or, in other words, the banks) con- 
trol the gold coinage. The National-bank 
notes are, of course, entirely in the hands of 
the banks. This leaves the silver dollar as 
the only form of money whose issue is not 
largely controlled by the banks or limited by 
law to acertain amount. If the coinage of 
silver should be suspended there could be no 
increase in coin or paper money except as 
brought about by the banks. Altliough there 


would be wise there exists a strong popular 
disinclination to give up the only form of 
money whose volume is not regulated by the 
banks. The belief is that if the coinage were 
once suspended it would require a desperate 
effort to restore silver, even though the pub- 
lic interests should urgently demand that step 
in the future. The methods and tactics 
adopted by the monometallists in the previ- 
ous war on silver” are not forgotten. In 
this situation only prudent and moderate 
measures stand any chance of success, and 
even these cannot*be carried by arbitrary 
methods. The silver question requires care- 
ful handling, and if the needed suspension of 
the coinage is attained it will be the result of 
temperate advocacy, and must rest on the 
distinct understanding that it is a temporary 
and not a permanent measure, but is liable to 
be departed from if an international agree- 
ment shall again make the coinage of silver 
advisable and prudent. 


INVESTIGAiING THE GIN-MILL PRO- 
PRIEIOR. 

At last it is announced that the Secretary 
of the Treasury has directed the suspension 
of Mr. George H. Sterling, recently appoint- 
ed Chief Weigher in the New York Custom- 
House in place of Capt. Bacon, removed, 
‘pending an investigation to be made by the 
Collector of Customs of all the circumstances 
attending the change in office. It will be re- 
membered that the former incumbent of this 
office, Capt. Bacon, had held it for nearly 
twenty years, and had proved himself so 
honest, efficient, and capable that the mer- 
chants of New York unquestioningly bought 
and sold on his weights. No charges of any 
description were made against him. He was 
simply requested to resign, but declined to 
do it. and asked for the reasons. He was 
ien summarily removed, and. Sterling was 
put in his place. Sterling is a resident of 
Brooklyn, a ward fine-worker attached to 
Boss MeLaughlin's following of biowers and 
strikers. He appears in the Brooklyn di- 
rectory as a real-estate dealer, a convenient

As the appointment of both 
these men was in the exact line of civil-serv- 
ice reform as it is understood by the present 
Administration—Sterling’s being an offset for 
the fine work done by Boss McLaughlin for 
Boss Thompson, and Hedden’s for the fine

STATE SUPREMACY IN DAKOTA. 

An eminent political philosopher once ob- 
served that the only security for good gov- 
ernment was in a frequent recurrence to first 
principles. For this reason it is always in- 
structivp to watch the formation of constitu- 
tions in any of the new States and see how 
new ideas are introduced and old ones appear 
under new forms. At such times certain 
deathless forms of political heresy are sure 
to put in an appearance. For instance, in 
the Dakota Constitutional Convention within 
the last week there has been an exciting and 
at times acrimonious debate over the ques- 
tion of introducing the old State-sovereignty 


dogma into the organic law of the new State. 


It is a curious illustration of the State-su- 
premacy doctrine and its tenacity of life that 
it should find advocates even in Dakota. 

The clause which excited the debate in 
the Dakota Convention recites that all po- 


‘litieal power is inherent in the people, and 


they have the right at all times to reform, 
alter, or abolish their form of government in 

rh manner as they see fit.” The same 
declaration is found in the Constitutions of 
many of the States, and no doubt was taken 
from the Declaration of Independence. If it 
is considered as affirmed of the people of the 
United States as constituting one Nation, it 
is unquestionably true. It was in that sense 
that it was set forth in the Declaration of In- 
dependence; but it is manifest that no such 
sweeping statement can be made in regard to 
the power of the people of any one State. 
The people of a State cannot ‘‘ abolish” their 
form of government, but can only alter or 
reform” it within certain limits. No State 
especially no State formed out of territory 
belonging originally and exclusively to the 
United States—can secede from the Union 
and organize an independent government of 
its own; nor can any of them establish a law 
or constitutional provision in conflict with 
the Constitution ‘of the United States. The 
statement made in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence as to the nature of sovereign power 
is true of the people of the Nation, but not 
of those of any particular State. 

The United States never objects to a State 
putting any particular form of words in its 
Constitution, and the Dakotians might have 
adopted the disputed clause without change. 
The people of Dakota, however, would never 
be permitted to exercise political power ex- 
cept under the limitations of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The objection to 


putting these declarations it State constitu- 
| fons is that they tend to cultivate false np- 


tions and keep alive the old State-supremacy 


| madness. No State will again attempt to 


“abolish” its form of government by seced- 

ing from the Union, nor undertake to alter 
or reform it in such manner as the people 
see fit. On the contrary, it is established 
that in all such proceedings hereafter the 
States will conform to the requirements of 
the Constitution of the United States. Then 
why should any of them desire to put in 
their Constitutions declarations that they are 
sovereign ? 

Even with the people of the United States 
the power to abolish their Government at any 
time and in such manner as they see fit is 
essentially revolutionary. ‘The people of the 
Nation have this power because they possess 
the physical strength and political might to 
put it into.effect.. Nevertheless, in changing 
their form of government the people of the 
entire country proceed according to the meth- 
od provided for amending the Constitution 
and not in such manner as they see fit.” 
Revolutionary doctrines are out of place in a 
constitution. The Dakota Convention very 
properly modified the old State-rights declar- 
ation in such a manner as to recognize in 
distinct terms the supremacy of the National 
Government. 


CHICAGO DRAWS THE BEEF. 
The Topeka correspondent of an Eastern 


‘paper intimates that the live-stock dealers of 


the State of Kansas. are much exercised in 
regard to the shipment of their property to 
Kansas City. He says that strenuous efforts 
are now being made to divert the trade to 
Chicago under the claim that direct ship- 
ments hither will save a great deal of money 
in freight, commissions, yardage, and extra 
feed. It costs almost as much to ship cattle 
from the interior of that State to Kansas 
City as to Chicago; besides there is a saving 
of a day in time, which permits the animals 
to arrive in better condition. The movement 
for direct shipment originated in Osage 
County, and has since extended all along the 
line of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Railroad, draining a large belt of country on 
each side of that avenue of traffic. Special 
trains of stock now pass daily through To- 
peka bound for Chicago via Atchison. 

This movement is only one of many that 
testify to the commanding influence of Chi- 
cago, inspite of the numerous efforts that 
have been made to build up the cattle trade 
in other Western cities partially at her ex- 


| pense. It is not long since the idea prevailed 


widely that Kansas City was destined to be 
the great live-stock centre of the Western 
stock ranges, and even within a few months 
past some parties in the packing business 
have complained that special freight arrange-

hooks of steel. The revent tremendous de- 


velopment of the railroad system has opened 
up other avenues of communication between 


the East and many points in the West; but 
it has not changed the position of this city as 
the natural foens, though permitting a part 
of the distributive process to be performed 
apparently without our ald. The latter 
feature obtains with regard to grain, large 
quantities of which pass around or through 
this city without stopping here to pay toil, 
because a change of form at this point is not 
required by the ultimate consumer. Even 
m that case, however, the capital em- 
ployed by speculative enterprises is 
able to take hold of the surplus 
not immediately wanted for consump- 
tion and carry it on easier terms than can be 
obtained elsewhere. But it is as a place 
where the produce of the West can be ab- 
sorbed into a market for the supply of man- 
utacturing processes that Chicago is most 
promirient, and probably will be found todis- 
play her greatest usefulness in the future. 
Especially is this true of animals and their 
food products. The facilities are already 
here for holding and caring for the meat 
from a million hogs over and above what are 
wanted at the moment. Chicago has a cool 
climate, which is very favorable for the 
slaughtering business, and abundant supplies 
of cheap ice for refrigerator cars. Every 
part of the beef or swine can be utilized here 
to the best advantage—the hides, hoofs, hair, 
horns, bristles, bones, blood, and offal of every 
kind here finda ready market. The abun- 


dance of bank capital and loanable funds | 


enables our dealers to buy all the live stock 
that is offered and hold the manufactured 
stuff until it can find a profitable market in 
some part of the wide world. 

At the present time the value of the live- 
stock trade of this city is measured by about 
two hundred millions of dollars per annum, 
or not far from as much as all the other ‘arm 
produce that comes here for a market. And 
the value of the pork and beef packed here 
into many different forms of food rises far 
towards one hundred millions per year. The 
fear has been expressed that the city has 
seen its palmiest days in this direction, but 
only by those who have believed the un- 
founded assertions that have been made with 
regard to certain alleged superior advantages 
offered by other places. It is not probable 
that our commerce and manufactures will 
again exhibit the phenomenally rapid growth 
of some former years, but there is no good 
reason to think that they will not widen out 
and expand in the future, in at least equal 
ratio with the growth of the great West, of 
which Chicago is the great heart and centre, 
deriving fresh strength from each new effort 


at rivalry on the part of her ambitious neigh- 


bors. 


RAILROADS CALLING FOR TROOPS, 

By the aid of A detachment of the United 
States army the Union Pacific has succeeded 
in restoring peace at Rock Springs and the 
trouble is apparently over. As @ result of 
the Union Pacific’s prompt appeal to the 
Government the riot was put down and the 
property of the company saved from destruc- 
tion. Had it not been for the presence of 
Gen. Schofield and the detachment of troops 
under his command there would probably 
have been a great destruction of railroad 
property, since the company was powerless 
to protect itself or its employ és. Like all 
other railroad corporations, the Union Pacific 
was quick to appeal to the authorities at the 
first hint of danger, and, curiously enough, 
it did this on the ground that the interests 
of the publie and the security of public 
travel”? were menaced. It is amazing how 
soon these con:panies call themselves pu'.lic 
corporations when they desire to appeal to 
the Government for aid. 

Denying always that they are subject to 
public regulation or control, railroad corpora- 
tions are the first to appeal for public · protec- 
tion. The protection which a private citizen 
may obtain by having a policeman guard his 
premises for a short time is not sufficient for 
a railroad corporation, which is certain to 
call for an entire command of militia or regu- 
lar troops at the first indication of trouble. 
As with the Union Pacific, such demands are 
always based on the assertion that public 
travel is interrupted or some other ‘‘ public 
interest” is in danger. When it comes toa 
matter of this kind the railroads are quick 
to aamit their public character, but as soon 
as the trouble is over they become private 
corporations again, and deny that they are 
to be managed or controlled with regard to 
the interests of the people. A few years 
ago a Pennsylvania railroad secured military 
protection in a time of trouble and afterwards 
impudently put in a bill for transporting the 
troops who had saved its property from de- 
struction. The action of the Union Pacific, 
which for years past has defaulted in paying 
its dues to the Government, but which called 
for military protection at the first hint of 
danger, is almost equally significant. 

The rule with railruad companies seems to 
be that they are public corporations in re- 
spect to securing military protection and tak- 
ing private property under the right of 
eminent domain, but in ail other respects 
they are like ordinary citizens. The military 
protection which they demand is not that 
furnished private citizens, but is on a level 
with that provided for municipalities and 
other public corporations. No other corpora- 
tions which exercise the right of eminent 
domain deny that they are publie in charac- 
ter. It was reserved for railroad companies 
alone to claim an unusual degree of protec- 
tign and at the same time deny that they owe 
anything in return. 

The classification of railroads as private 
rather than public corporations grew out of a 
legal technicality and has no sound basis, 
The character of their business and the ex- 


traordinary demands they make upon the 


Government for protection ought alone to 
make them public. It is a poor rule that will 
not-work both ways, and the railroads can- 
not claim all the benefits and immunities of 
public corporations without ackuowledging 
corresponding obligations,

THE GREAT INCREASE EANSAS HAS MADE 
IN ONE YEAR—WHEAT, CORN, AND OATS 
IN INDIANA. 

Topeka, Kas., Sept. 22.— [Special,] —The 
Seeretary of the State Board of Agriculture is 
} preparing a tabte giving the present popula- 
tién of the State by counties as returned by 
the various Township Assessors, The reports 
are not all in yet, but. those received show a 
uniform increase, and the Secretary now esti- 
mates the total population at 1,250,000, a gain 
of over 10 per cent over ‘the -number reported 
last year. The largest gain 16 in the western 
agricuitural counties. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 22.—/|Special.]— 
General reports from every county in the State 
on the yield of the cereal crops show that in 
the Northern Indiana counties the average 
yield per acre of wheat is fifteen bushels, cen- 
tral counties twelve busbeis, ana southern 
eight bushels. The average yield per acre for 
the whole State is e even bushels. The actual 
area of wheat harvested, according to the best 
attainable data. is 2,560,900 acres. This shows 
the production for the year to be 28,169,900 
bushels, which ie about in accordance 
with previous estimates, and differs but 
little from the estimates of the National 
Department of, Agricuiture, but very consider- 
ably from previous reports sent out by Secre- 
tary Chamberiain of the State Board of Agri- 
culture. There is a very large crup of oats. 
The reports show that the yield is thirty-five 
bushels per acre, and the crop is one of the 
largest ever produced in the State. A large 
part of the wheat area was plowed up and oats 
plapted instead. From the best data 
at hand the oats crop is estimated 
in round numbers at 20,000,000 busbels.

The excep- 
tions to the order of the court, permitting the 
amendment of the original bill, were allowed 
after a slight verbal change had been made. 
Mr. Story objected to the amended bill on ac- 
count of its vagueness. He claimed that the 
proceeding was in chancery, and that the bill 
must be verified. Furthermore, the affidavits 
were deficient, tne only signatures given being 
those of Galen W. W. Borton and P. Bird 
Price. There is a reason,“ continued be. 
“for this vagueness. They charge some 700 
men with voting illegally. Now, I know 


of ve men whose names are down here. 


who are legal voters. I want those 
affidavits fixed so that I can place the men 
who swore to them and convict them of 
perjury.”” Mr. Story continued in an abusive 
strain for some time, saying all manner of un- 
complimentary things about Price, n, and 
others, and wound up by objecting to the 
amended bill on the ground that it was 
**thrown in with the other, and an introduc-

THE ELECTION LAW TO BE VOTED ON. 

„There is nothing new in the Election-law 
matter, said Secretary Ambler of the Citi- 
zens’ Association yesterday. *‘ The Supreme 
Court consolidated the four made-up cases with 
the genuine one—the application for a man- 
damus presented by Mr. Beach—and the opin- 
ion, when one is given, will be in this 
case—Edwin Lee Brown vs. Richard 
Prendergast. The submission of the law 
in November will not affect the spring election 
for this reason: If the people adopt the law a 
case will be immediately made up in the nature 
of quo Warranto or other proceeding as to the 
appointment of the Commissioners, and taken 
to the Supreme Court, and the whole matter 


placed before them in time for a decision at 


the January term—long before the spring elec- 
tion in April. If nothing more is done by 
Judge Prendegrast the law will be voted on 
this fall; and there is no reason why he should 
not make an order for the preparation ot the 
blanks, as that is a mere matter of conven- 
jence. He cannot stop the law going before 
the voters, but itis likely to become a party 
issue, and that is what the association wished 
to avoid.“

RAILROAD EARNINGS. 

Mapison, Wis., Sept. 22.—([special.]—Rail 
road-Commissioner Hausen received three 
railway reports today tor the year ending June 
30, last. The Chicago, St. Paul. Minneapolis & 
Omaha repo:ts 1,812 miles of track, of which 532 
are in Wisconsin. The total earnings of the road 
were $5,602,254 and the gross income irom 
all sources $6.400,071. The operating expenses 
were $3,512,248. The company paid out $222,- 
579 in taxes, of which $09,899 was paid into 
the State Treasury of Wisconsin. The 
net balance for the year over 
and above all expenses was $540,129. 
The road carried 927,161 passengers an av- 
erage distance of sixty-two miles, and earned 
thoreby 81.545.794. There were 2,017,508 tons 
of freight transported, from which was derived 
a revenue ot $4,040,723. The company employs 
4.172 persons. Its liabilities are $1,071,873, and 
its quick assets $2,686,297. During the year it 
kiiied twenty-fve and injured. twenty-six per- 
sons. The Menomonee Kailway Company runs 
a spur track from the St. Paul & Omaha five 
miles long. Its total income was $4,436, and 
its operating expenses $19,473. It reports a 
total deficit of $15,061. The Minneapoiis, Sault 
Ste. Marie & Atiantic operates forty-six miies 
of road. It nad a total income of $24,188, and 
netted $7,919.

The judgment was for $416,000 on a cognovit 
note in favor of the Lake Shore Railwa. Com- 
pany. In the crosspetition flied Monday by 
Mr. Vanderbilt in the suit aguinst the Nickel- 
Piate by the Central Trust Company be calis 
into question the tegality of the Nickel-Piate 
Company. He says it was iilegaily inchrpo- 
rated. It was formed by the consolidanon of 
five other railroad companies before tbose 
companies possessed a vot of railroad track, 
in controvention to Onio law. It was formed 
by the consolidation of an Obio Company with 
companies in the distant States of Lilinois and 
New York, whereas Ohio permits consolidation 
only with railroads of an adjoinmg State. 
These are the legal de ects which Mr. Vander- 
bilt presents to cast the taint of illegality upon 
the incorporation of the round and thus vitiate 
its power to issue a mortgage. If the courts 
sustain bis claim the frst bondholders wil: be 
reduced from teir pos tion of priority to that 
ot a common creditor, because the mortgage 
which gives them the priority will be void.

The Schocner Pensaukee on a Reef—Two

Gen. Hazen and his corps of weather sharps will 
doubtless be greatly surprised this morning when 
they wake up and find that the autume equinox is 
accompanied by the severest BOortheriy gaie that 
bas prevailed on the lakes thie year. The weather 
bulletins yesterday morning predicted fair 
weather. Before the bulietins were posted a furi- 
ous gale was raging throughout the entire lake re- 
gion, and the temperature had tallen from 16° to 
20°. For several days the wind had been blowing

-@ moderate breese from the south and the 


weather had been extremely pleasant, both 
on land and water. Sbortiy after midnight 
yesterday morning the wind gradually 
hauled around to the northeast and by daybreak 
had developed into a brisk gale, which continued 
to increase in violence throughout the day. 
se! Captains arriving last night say the sea is run- 
ning higher than at any time this season. Many 
lumber vessels lost parts of deek-loads, and quite 
a number will need considerable new canvas. Up 
to a late hour last night no serious mishaps were 
reported in the vicinity of Chicago, but apprehen- 
sions are felt for the safety of many vessels that 
are. known to be outside. But few vessels left port 
during the day. and all of these, including the 
props Lora and City of St. Joe and stmr John A. 
Dix, were compelled to put back for shelter. 


LOST IN THE LAK. 

Two fishermen lost their-lives in Lake Michigan 
yesterday afternoon. About 4 O'clock, while the 
northerly gale was raging and the seas running 
high, the lookout at the Life-Saving Station no- 
ticed two men with fishing-rods and tackle walking 
out the North Pier. Realizing that they were in 
danger of being swept overboard by the inrushing 
seus the lookout signaled them to return, but they 
did not heed his warning and pushed on toward 
the outer end of the treacherous structare.

A FATAL MISTAKE. 

A CITIZEN OF EVANSTON MISTAKES AN OFFICER 
FOR A HIGHWAYMAN, AND PUTS TWO 
CHARGES OF SHOT INTO HIM. 

At no time since the occurrence of the Will- 
son murder has anything so shocked the com- 
munity of Kvanston as did the inteili- 
gence that Officer George Dougherty had 
been shot and mortaily wounded early 
yesterday morning by William Loebbaka, 
a respectable’ citizen of the village. 
Bnefiy, the circumstances are these: Officers 
Dougherty and Pat Hays, on patrol duty, bad 
reached the northeast corner of Greenwood 
street and Ridge avenue, when they discovered 
Loebbaka and his son, whose identity they 
eould not know, coming toward them in the 
middie of Greenwood street, carrying some- 
thing between them, which the officers sup- 
posed to be plunder.

Chief of Police Johu Carney 
and his brother, Bailiff William Carney, went 
to Loebbaka’s house, West Railroad avenue, 
between Grove and Lake streets. He was 
overwhelmed with the intelligence that he had 
shot an officer, and accompauied them to the 
police-station, where, at 10 o’clock, the prisoner 
Was arraigned before Magistrate Kearney and 
achange was taken to Justice Boutelle, who 
adjourned the hearing until 4 o'clock. The 
charge was committing an assault with intent 
to kill, but as it was at once evident that a 
mistake had been made the court thought it 
his duty to discharge the prisoner. Ine ver- 
dict met the hearty appro 
Officer Dougherty has been the police force 
for five years, and had the éonfidence of the 
entire iaw-abiding community.

The grand total of disposais of lands (20. 113. 
663 acres) includes 881,850 acres of Indian 
lands. This is a decrease in the number of 
acres disposed of as compared with the year 
1884 of 6,535,656, but as compared with the year 
1883 it is an increase of 688,630 acres. From 
sales of Indian lands $933,483 was realized, 
making the total receivts from all sales of lands 
$7,686,114, a decrease as compared with the re- 
ceipts during 1884 of $4,159,532 and as com- 
pared with the year 1883 a decreuse of $3,086,-

THE PUEBLO INDIANS’ MISSION. 

The Pueblo Indian deijegation oal ed again 
upon the Commissioner of indian Affairs thie 
morning and wi.) ieave for their home in New 
Mexico tunight. They have been partially suc- 
cessful In their mission, for the Commiss oner 
Will request the authorities of New Mexico to 
suspend. the tax levy until the exact legal 
status of these Indians can de deteruined. 
The Commissioner seems to be of the opinion 
that these Indians stould not be taxed. 
He admits that they were prop 
erly regarded as citizens under the 
treaty by which New Mexico was ceded to the 
United States, but says they have never been 
aliowed to exerejee the righté of citizenship. 
The New Mexican authorities have not allowed 
them to vote except upon some petty question 
of ditching affecting their own communit,. 
Their lands we:e granted to the tribe by Mex- 
ico, and the United States is paying them 
mone which the authorities of New Mexico 
seem to be endeavoring to acquire by taxation. 
The Commissioner believes that the Puebios, 
woo were poor, ignorant Indians, should be 
protected as wards of the Nation. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENT’'S SUGGESTION. 

Vice-President Hendricks is. said to have in- 
formed the President that be is impressed with 
the beiief that a change in the office of Sur- 
geon-Generai of the Marine Hospital service is 
neither wise nor expedient, and that be 
bas accordingly withdrawn the name orf Dr. 
Matthews, woom be had previousiy urged for 
the place. It is also said that ne will oppose 
the appointment or Dr. Walling on the sume 
grounds. The resignation of Surgeon-Generai 
Hamiiton bas not been accepted, and the im- 
pression is growing that he will retain the 


office. 
MR. EATON’S SITUATION. 

It is stated bere today on the authority of 
Mr. Eaton himself that the reports of his resig- 
nation are all founded on an iucident which 
vecurred shortly after Presideut Cleveland's 
inauguration. at which time all the members 
of the Civii-Service Commission waited upon 
him and tendered their resignations, to take 
effect at any time that the President migbt de- 
sire to accept them. This Mr. Eaton says is ail 
the foundation there is forthe matter. He 
has no intimauon that the President is likely 
to accept any of these tendered res gustions at 
this or any particular time, They may be ac- 
cepted, and they may not.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 22.—]Special.|—The 
Revenue Commission renewed its session in 


| this city today with eight. members present. 


The absentees were Messrs. Thomas, Gale, 
Field. and Waller. It was expected to have 
taken up Mr. Thomas’ resolution touching tue 
advisability of taxation by licenses and assess- 
ing gross receipts, but owing to Mr. Thomas’ 
absence the matter was postponed until to- 
morrow, when it is expected an interesting dis. 
cussion wiilensue. At the suggestion of Mr. 
Burchard it was dscided to invite Senators 
Wunum and Beli and Representative Linegar, 
members of the Th.rty-fourth General Assem- 
bly, who were anxious to 
band in the revision of the revenue code, to 
appear beiore the commission and give in their 
views at their earliest convenience. The fol- 
lowing resolution was offered by Judge Duff, 
and at bis request was laid over for the present 
to allow ali to have an opportunity to study the 
propositions contained therein: ö 


Reso ved. That in tne revenue code to be prepared 
by this commission the following section be in- 
serted at the proper place as as ubstitute for 
Secs. 129, 210, 227, and 228 of the pres- 
ent Revenue iaw: All real estate 801d 
for taxes ander the provisions of this act may be 
redeemed for two years after the sale by paying to 
the County Clerk of the proper county the amount 
in lawful money for which it was sold and 25 per 


cent thereon, if redeemed within six months after 


the sale; ix after six months, but within tweive 
months after the sale, 50 per cent thereon; if after 
twelve months, but within elabteen months, 75 
per cent thereon; if after eighteen months, 
but within two years from the sale, 100 
per cent thereon, together with ail taxes 
and special assessments lawfully assessed 
against said property after the sale. with 8 per 
cent interest per annum thereon from the date of 
payment, unless paid by or on behalt of the party 
so redeeming: And when any real estate is for- 
feited to the State for want of bidders at the tax- 
sale it may be redeemed dy paying the amount in 
lawful money tor which it was forfeited, wiih 8 per 
cent thereon. Any person wishing to redeem real 
estate forfeited to the State shall apply to the 
County Clerk, who shall issue an order to the Col- 
lector directing him to receive from such person the 
redemption money on said real estate., designating 
the amount and properly describing the property. 
und upon presenting suid order to the Collector be 
shal. receive the amount and give the party dupli- 
cate receipts therefor, 
from whom received, und giving the description of 
the property redeemed, one of which receipts 
shali be countersigned by the County Clerk, and 
shail be deemed sufficient evidence of the redemp- 
tion of such property. The other receipts shall be 
tiled and preserved by said clerk, who shali 
at the same time make a proper entry 
of such redemption in the judgment, sale, 
redemption, und forfeiture record. But where any 
lands und lots which may have been forfeited to 
the State shali not have been redeemed by the first 
day of —— after such forfeiture it shail de the 
duty of the County Clerk that day, after correcting 
all clerical errors which he may find in the list of 
forfeited lands and lots remaining unredeemed, to 
make up the amouat of all taxes and special as- 
sessments due on each tract of said real estate 
for the current year and then add thereto the 
amount for which it was forfeited, with 25 
per cent thereto, and extend the aggregate amount, 
as then added together, upon the Collector's books 
for that year and charge the Collector with 
the amount, who shall collect the same and pay it 
over in Ike manner as all the taxes on other real 
property for the current year are collected and ac- 
counted for. Said additions and sales shall be 
continued from year to year untii the taxes on the 
property are paid by sale or otherwise.“ And it is 
further 

R-solved, That the following provisions be insert- 
ed immediately after what is now Sec. 207 of the 
present Revenue law asa separate section in lieu 
of that clause in Sec. 229 touching the same sub- 
ject matter: “In all cases where any county, city, 
town, village, or school district is interested in any 
part of the taxes for which real estate is 
offered for sale under this chapter it shall be law- 
fui for such county, city, town, village, or school 
district, through its agents or officers, to buy said 
real estate at. such tax-sales. and through its 
agents or officers give the proper no- 
tice and make the necessary affidavit 
preparatory to taxing a i tax-deed, and 
may by a valid tax-deed acquire titie to the real 
estate so purchased the same as individuais may 
do; previded, that in all cases where a county, city, 
town, Village, or school district acquires title to 
any real estate as aforesaid, if not otherwise soon- 
er sold and conveyed, it shall once in each year 
until disposed of offer such real estate at public 
sale on such terms as it may determine. The time, 
piace. and terms of. sale shall be advertised as 
Sheriffs’ sales of real estate are required to be ad- 
vertised.”’ 

A resolution, also offered by Judge Duff, 
was adopted, providing that the State Auditor 
be respectfully requested to furnish the com- 
mission, at his ear! est convenience, with the 
names of all the fire and life insurance com- 
panies now doing business in this State; also 
the amount of capital stock of each company 
and whether organized under the laws of this 
States or other States of the Onion, or for- 
eign countries. The commission then ad- 
journed till tomorrow.

The Governor today offered a reward of $200 
each for the arrest of William Spink, Wiliam 
Brown, and Eli Brown, tor the murder of 
Joseph Busse at Makanda, Jackson Uount;, II., 
Wednesday, Sept. 2, 1885. The Governor also 
offers a like reward for the apprebension of the 
unknown murderer of Jacob Keely, who was 
assasinated the night of Sept. 10 at his place 
of business in Rockbridge, Green County, IIi. 

The man Longnecker mentioned in yester-

When Mr. m- 
mon was President of the Marine Bank he be- 
came its cashier. By this time be had amassed 
consideravle wealth and controlied a very 
profitable business. Following the fire soon 
came the panic of 1873, which caused a serious 
embarrassment to Mr. Forsythe io bis reai-vs- 
tate business for years. He, however, man- 
aged to weather the storm. A few year ago 
by the death of his then wife’s grand uacle in 
Scotland be was again put in the possession of 
considerable ready money, which was used in 
his business. About this time be made @ trip 
across the water. 

While in Springfield Mr. Forsythe wooed the 
dauguter of the Rev. David Smith, a dis- 
tinguisbed Presbyterian minister, ana after his 
removal to Cb.cago she became his wife. The 
fruit of this uvion was tiree daughters, 
two of whom survive him. The eldest, Lizzie, 
was w th him during bis last bours, aud the 
youngest, Helen, is the wite ‘of Mr. A. F. Dex- 
ter of Chicago. The first M Forsythe died 
many years ago, leaving her three young chii- 
Afterwards Mrs. Wale, ber sister, be- 
Came Mrs. Forsythe. She died about eight 
years ago and about three yéars ago Mr. For- 
Sythe was married to aiady Of Ogdensburg, N. 
., who survives bim. 

For many years Mr. Forsythe lived in a hand- 
some residence which he ilt on Groveiand 
Park, but some time ago he removed with bis 
family to the Nartu Side. His bome there was 
beautifuliy fitted up. Mr. Forsythe was a mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian Church and took a 
leading part in all that pertained to it in Cu- 
vayo and the Northwest. He was @ warm triend 
of the Rev. John Hall of New York, and when- 
ever he Came to Chicago be stopped wito Mr. 
Forsythe. N 

In his business relations Mr. Forsythe showed 
all those qualities. which mark the race of 
Scotch-lrish from which be sprung. He was 
shrewd and persevering, but his integrity was 
unquestioned and dis fidelity to bis friends was 
unwavering. A quarter of a century ago, 
when Mr. Scammon was in Egrope, his ent re 
real-esiate business, which very large at 
the time, was managed by Mr. Forsythe, in 
whose skilland judgment he placed every con- 
fidence. Others with whom be came in contact 
had the same high opinion of him. 

John Forsythe's views on all questions were 
positive and he never lacked a forcible pen to 
express them. His reading, especially on his- 
torical subjects, was w.de. He had also a 
leaning to science and was a director in 
the astronomival society. He never orgot the 
land of his birth and was an ardent though 
conservative Irish Nauonai.st. When Parnell 
came to this country he gave all bis influence 
to the eupport of the poncy of the Irish par- 
liamentary leader. The organizing of the Dun- 
gannon meetmg, which commemorated the 
centennial of Irish parliamentary freedom, 
was largely his work. 

Mr. Forsythe always took an active interest 
in politics, though not as an officehoider or 
Officeseeker. He was a Democrat, and at the 
last Democratic National Coavention laborea 
earnestly for the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland. His zeal would undoubtedly have 
been rewarded by appointment ae Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the Onbicago district 
bad it not beer known at ‘Wash ugton for a 
month past that he was prostrated by a dis- 
ease which would soon prove fatal. Though 
always a Democrat, he exercised his usual in- 
dependence in local affairs, and was a per- 
sistent opponent of Ma or Harrison, It was 
he who interrupted che Mayor's speech in tne 
National Convention when the latter took it 


upon bimeselt to say the Irish never bolted the. 


Democratic ticket. They do, out Mr.

taken of bimeeif, and is also regarded by Mrs. 
Grant as excepuonalily | lifelike. It is 
pended from the wall on the south side of the 
parior, directly over a small marb.e mantel. 
The picture is fanked on either side by pho- 
tograpbic views of the grand stand at the De 
Soto House, in this city, the day of Gen. 
Grant’s return after the close of the War, and 
of the costiy and mammoth cake presented to 
the General by the Hebrew ladies at their fair 
held in the City of Quincy in 1868. The day of 
the Grant memorial services in Gaena the 
photograph above mentioned occupied a promi- 
nent piace on the stage, the frame being 
heavily draped with crape and satin.
